ROM time to time the pigeon post 
gt has had a brief fling at competi- 
tion with all the communication 
inventions mankind has been able 
to perfect. The birds have flown in and 
out of besieged cities, carrying messages 
and microscopic reproductions of news- 
papers. They have winged their way 
over stretches of sea with commercial 
messages that could otherwise be deliv- 
ered only at a cost of considerable time 
and money. They proved reliable post- 
men in the World War. 
The radio, the telegraph, the airmail 
have eliminated the pigeon as a message 
carrier in most parts of the world and

today’s occasional use of the birds is 
more novelty than necessity. A few days 
ago there was delivered to the editor a 
South African first day Coronation cov- 
er which bore a printed cachet of a hom- 
ing pigeon and the inscription: ‘First 
pigeon post in aid of Hottentots Holland 
Hospital fund.” An official post office 
cancellation, triangular in shape, identi- 
fied the enclosed message as having been 
flown by one of these uncanny birds that 
seem always to be able to find its way 
home. 

Within the cover was a rubber band 
holding two small sheets of tissue-thin 
paper and the messages thereon have 
been reproduced upon this page. The 
number was that of the pigeon which 
carried the message. Only 199 of these 
little souvenirs of the Coronation exist 
and we count ourselves most fortunate 
that Park Smith, an air mail enthusiast 
of The Strand, South Africa, should be 
so kind as to send one to Linprint for 
examination. In his accompanying letter 
he states: 

“I’m sending you a Coronation plum 
together with press cuttings and official 
Souvenir program—only 199 covers is- 
sued. It was a great day and a great

event by which: the hospital benefited. 
Covers sold for $1.25 and twenty-four 
hours later were up to $2.50.” 

The pigeons were released at Worces- 
ter and alighted at The Strand where 
the mssages were enclosed in the first 
day Coronation covers and sent on to 
the subscribers. 

The last commercial pigeon post of 
importance was the service in New 
Zealand which linked Auckland with 
Great Barrier Island. It was established 
in 1897 and during its life featured four 
types of adhesive stamps. According to 
Sanabria’s Standard Catalogue of Air 
Post Stamps none is worth less than $5 
today and the rarest is listed at $85. 
There are nine collectible varieties, eight 
in the 1/- denomination and a 6d value. 
As the service was limited comparative- 
ly few stamps were produced, the tri- 


angle varieties being the best known and | 


least valuable of the lot. 

Great Barrier Island sits sixty-five 
miles off the harbor of Auckland and at 
the time the pigeon service was estab- 
lished had few inhabitants and conse- 
quently the regular mail crossed to the 


island but once a week. A citizen of | 








Auckland, who was a pigeon fancier, 
experimented with shipping out a few 
birds to the island by the weekly steam- 
er and since the islanders were willing 
to pay 2/- to get messages to the main- 
land he soon found his pigeons carrying 
on a profitable business for him. The 
first stamps were locally printed in 
sheets of eighteen and forgers were quick 
to duplicate them. But 1,800 genuine 
stamps were produced, hence today’s 
quotation of $25 on cover or $6 unused. 

There were other editions of the 
pigeongram stamps in January, July, 
September and October of 1899 and the

service was conducted by three parties 
before it died a natural death when a 
cable was laid to the island in 1908. At 
one time rival companies had birds fly- 














| ing the route and competition reduced 
| the letter rate to 6d. 


The New Zealand service was ante- 
dated by French services established 
during the sieges of Metz and Paris 
almost thirty years before but those 
hardly could be classified as commercial 
ventures. The Great Barrier enterprise 
remains an outstanding effort to speed 
the mails by airway. 


Southen Rhodesia Gone 


All Advance Orders Placed in 
London Filled But Fate of Sup- 
plies Ordered Direct Still 
Unknown 


The stock of the Southern Rhodesia 
Coronation stamps is exhausted and the 
Philatelic Trader (London) has printed 
a statement, with the authority of the 
high commissioner, that the stamps will 
not be reprinted. We understand this de- 
cision was arrived at in consultation with 
the finance minister, who is in London, 
and that it is definite and final. 

The market has been caught short and 
the stamps have been changing hands in 
the trade at various prices up to 7/- per 
set. They have disappeared from the 





retail market, as dealers want them to 
complete their dominion sets, and there- 
fore will not sell them separately. 

This statement has already led to 
some wild statements being made in the 
newspapers and the word “scandal” has 
been used. But there is no scandal at 
all. The high commissioner circulated a 
letter to the trade stating that the 
stamps could be obtained at his office, 
and that all orders received by May 6 
would be dispatched on May 11. 

We have been in communication with 
the high commissioner on the subject 
and have received his definite assurance 
that all advance orders received were 
executed in full. What happened, ap- 
parently, is that some dealers failed to 
take advantage of the facilities which 
the high commissioner provided, and 
concentrated on the dominions for which

miles, in slightly more than four hours. 
That first railway post office was the 
idea of William A. Davis, assistant post- 
master at St. Joseph, who had concerned 
himself with a speedy connection be- 
tween the Hannibal & St. Joe Railroad 
and the Pony Express and later the 
Overland Express. Sorting of mail at 
St. Joseph at the end of the railway run 
was thereby eliminated. One of the two 
clerks in the car on the initial run was 
Fred Harvey, later to become famous as 
the owner of numerous railroad station 
restaurants. The United States Railway 
Post Office service was born that day. 


A Rush For Stamps 


A friend of long standing wrote the 
editor from Johannesburg, South Africa, 
on Corontion Day, and a paragraph from 
his letter reveals why first day covers 
may be quite scarce: 


“T am putting some of our Coronation 
stamps on this letter. I couldn’t have 
it date stamped with today’s date. This 
is a public holiday throughout South 
Africa, and all government offices and 
places of business are closed. The head 
post office in Johannesburg was open for 
half an hour this morning. I was there 
but couldn’t get anywhere near.” 


A clipping from a Buffalo, N. Y., 
newspaper states that a man giving his 
name as Edward Bradley, Kansas City, 
Kan., was placed under arrest there in 
connection with an alleged fake stamp 
racket. Local collectors complained that 
they had purchased Confederate covers 
from Bradley and that the covers turned 
out to be phonies.

As the stamp is a national one, it will 
be of the 3-cent denomination. 

Credit for urging post office officials 
to use Independence Hall as the prin- 
cipal figure on this commemorative 
stamp has been laid at the private sanc- 
tum of Mayor S. Davis Wilson of Phila- 
delphia. 

The principal force, though, for the 
issuance of the stamp is accredited to 
Representative Sol Bloom, who orig- 
inated the idea of using postage stamps 
to advertise the celebration. Only the 
New York congressman was after a com- 
plete series of stamps for this memorial 
occasion. 

It was Bloom who carried on the ne- 
gotiations for the Bicentennial celebra- 
tion of George Washington, and it was 
through his efforts that the series of Bi- 
centennials were drafted into a popular 
array of commemorative United States 
postage stamps. 


Your Washington Correspondent was 
permitted to see the approved drawing 
of the Virginia Dare stamp today. As 
exclusively reportd in Linn’s a month 
ago, the stamp shows an imaginary set- 
ting of father, mother and child (Virgin- 
ia). In the lower left foreground are the 
results of the harvest depicting a large 
bowl in which are assembled fruits and 
vegetables and a long (paring) knife. 
The father is at attention behind the 
mother, who is seated with her babe in 
arms. The father is clothed in the ap- 
propriate dress of the era and the re- 
mainder of the background is a crude log 
cabin. 

The illustration is enclosed in a per- 
pendicular-oval medallion, with little 
decorative embellishments. 


It was also learned that designs for 
the Territory stamps which are expected 
in the fall have been completed. The 
stamps will show scenic views appropri- 
ate to the particular possession. 


Many collectors interested in the new 
United States commemorative stamps 
now in the process of being issued 
received a setback when they viewed the 
design of the Northwest Territory stamp 
last week. However, your correspondent 
has seen the finished die-proof of this 
adhesive, and the stamp takes on a com- 
plete reversal of form. This stamp will 
be a popular one, it is expected, and the 
difference between a proof photograph 
and a finished product by engraving will 
best be attested by collectors upon view- 
ing this stamp. There is no comparison.

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Scott Quotations Boost Prices of 
New and Old Issues As 1938 
Catalogue Undergoes Re- 
vision—Australian Item 
Tumbles 


The collector who closely follows the 
catalogue quotations in Scott’s Month- 
ly Journal may see a significant trend in 
changes that appear in the current edi- 
tion. Only those countries which appcar 
in the front of the big book are affectec 
by the price revisions and it may be 
supposed that the catalogue editors have 
completed their work on this part of the 
1938 edition and that the ups and downs 
listed below indicate what has been done 
with several foreign countries. 

A number of appreciable gains have 
been chalked up, undoubtedly due to a 
better demand for some of the items, 
particularly the older ones. Bavaria No. 
1 mint is up $5 and the 6d Antigua of 
1873 makes a similar gain. The 1912 
issue of Abyssinia, heretofore priced only 
in used condition, suddenly bobs up in a 
mint quotation of $10 each. Albania’s 
1929 surcharge jumps $5 per stamp; Bo- 
livia’s 1932 airmail set triples in value 
and Crete No. 5 catapults from 8 cents 
to $1 for a mint copy. 

One discouraging note creeps into the 
brighter foreign picture. Australia takes 
a bodyblow on the 3d official Kingsford 
Smith stamp. The value is cut from $10 
to $4. The Anzac set of the same coun- 
try slips downward.

Another variety has been discovered 
on the Union of South Africa Corona- 
tions. On each value but the 1d there 
appears a white spot over the nose of 
King George VI. This is on the first 
stamp in the second row. The price of 
this variety in England today is 20 shil 
lings or $5. 


A stamp dealer in the Nassau Street 
section is up to the minute. In his win- 
dow on the street level he has a variety 
of stamps so arranged that they move in 
a circle and it so interests one that 
standing in front of the window is fasci 
nating.

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Cutler and Putnam 


Official announcement from Washing- 
ton states that Manasseh Cutler, sponsor 
of the Ordinance of 1787 which estab- 
lished the Northwest Territory, and Ru- 
fus Putnam, a leader in settlement of 
the territory, are to be picured on the 
3-cent commemorative stamp that is to 
go on sale July 13 at Marietta, Ohio, and 
New York Ciy. A inap of the territory 
will be a part of the design. 

Cutler (1742-1823) was a New Eng- 
land preacher, perhaps as famed for his 
pursuit of the study of botany as for 
his part in the development of the 
Northwest Territory which he saw but 
once. He was a chaplain in the Revolu- 
tionary War and afterward represented 
some veterans of that conflict by obtain- 
ing for them from congress 1,500,000 
acres of the wilderness northwest of the 
Ohio River. He is generally credited 
with authorship of the first draft of the 
Ord:nance of 1787. He went to Marietta 
in 1788 and spent @ short time there. 

Putnam (1738-1824), a cousin of Is- 
real Putnam, distinguished himself as an 
officer in the Revolution and later en- 
tered politics. In 1786 he snd Gen. 
Benjamin Tupper organized a company 
of war veterans and moved tite the 
Northwest Territory to begin its settle- 
ment. The soldiers had been permitted 
to purchase land at 66 2/3 cents per 
acre in the vicinity of the Ohio and 
Muskingum rivers and there Putnam 
laid out the town of Marietta, the first 
organized settlement in that section. He 
was one of the judges in the United 
States court in the territory and for 
some years continued active as a leader 
of the district. 





Europe’s first commemorative stamp 
was released in 1891. It was produced 
by Roumania to commemorate the twen- 
ty-fifth year of the reign of King Karl I.
